ROME, Nov. 1G.—Additional details of 


the raid on Tortoli, Sardinia, were re- 
ceived yesterday. In the fight with 
the townsmen the brigands wounded 
thirty men. They held possession of 
the town for hours without encounter- 
ing 
seriaus 
opposition, plundering 


shops and houses, and maltreated sev- 
eral citizens. They did not leave the 
town until they had collected coins, 
gold and jewels valued at 200,000 lire. 
They fired six volleys as they marched 
away, probably to intimidate all who 
might think of pursuing- them. They 
carried with them their five wounded, 
one of whom was dying*. 
IgThey started on the road to Nuoro, 
but the commander of the troops sum- 
moned from Cagliari regarded this as a 
mere feint and sent his men in all di- 
rections. One party of the soldiers 
found a headless body, evidently that 
of the brigand who was dying when 
the band left Tortoli. His head is sup- 
posed to have been taken to prevent 
identification. 


In Cag-liari it i» said that the bri- 


gands were not professional maraud- 
ers, but were residents of the Tortoli 
district. 
Five men of Tortoli have 


been arrested on suspicion that they 
were in collusion with the bandits. 
The whole country around Tortoli is 
greatly excited, as more raids are 
feared. Troops have been ordered to 
Sardinia from Civita Vecchi and Leg- 
horn. The news of the raid has been 
published here 
as a sensation, al- 


though as yetnothing has been learned 
to show that the brigands had any 
other motive than robbery.

The Decision In Which Will A«ect Many 


Important and Vulnable Patentn. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The argu- 


ment in the case involving the life of 
the Bate refrigerating patent, a process 
for preserving- meats, was begun in the 
supreme coxirt of the United States, 
yesterday, by C. E. Mitchell, of Con- 
necticut, ex-commissioner of patents, 
for the company. 


This case is one of the most impor- 


tant that h;is been before the court for 
years, probably the most important in 
its history, in view of the vast cx- 
teut of interests that will ba af- 
fected by the decision. The mat- 
ter at issue 
is the construction 


of section 4887, revised statutes, re- 
lating- to the life of a patent granted 
by the United States upon an invention 
for which a foreign government has 
also entered a patent, and the particu- 
lar question to be decided is, does the 
date of application for the. patent or 
the date of issue of the patent in the 
United States determine whether or 
not the term of the patent is to be lim- 
ited by the term of the foreign patent. 


The decision of the court will affect 


the life of many important and valua- 
ble patents, notably in connection with 
the telephone and electric lighting.

Formerly the 


slices were wibh the straight edges, 
and were put together without much 
reference to the continuity of the nat- 
ural lines of veinmg, but by a veiy in- 
genious set of .eontuvances of modern 
date most ol the surfaces are now 
curved, and aot only fit into come 
spending curves, but the veinmg is 
made continuous, as m nature, BO that 
9-rtremely simple but elegant patterns

THE TOIIABAIDOJED TO THE FLAMES 


Women and Children Sent to Boulder 


for Safety—Other Mining Towns 


In the Vicinity Doomed—Lois, 


Over *4,500,000. 


BoutciB, Col.. Nor. 15.—A forest 


fire which -vas started from a camp- 
fire 
Wednesday evening has been 


ragtag all night and to-day north of 
the mining camp of Gold Hill, a town 
of about 500 inhabitants, ten miles 
northwest. The timber is as dry aa 
powder, and a fierce wind carried it 
over five miles of dense timber in a 
short time. 


Fifty people came into Boulder this 


afternoon i n wagons from Gold Hill, 
mostly women and children. They re- 
port that t he business men and miners 
•were hastily carrying what goods and 
property (hey could into the mining 
tunnels, and had abandoned any hope 
of saving their stores and dwellings. 


A courier arrived at Boulder at 1:30 


p. m. reporting that all the bail dings 
at camp Tttlcott, a short distance from 
Gold Uill, were burned, except the 
•tamp mill, and that the fire had 
reached '.lie western portion ef Gold 
Hill, burning the mill of the Prussian 
mine. 


Several ranch houses were burned 


this morn ing, t'.vo men named Ehlor 
and Seam in being badly burned, but 
escaped with their lives. 


At 3 p. m. the fire was spreading to- 


ward the (.own of Copper Rock. The 
gravity of the case is fully appreciated 
here in I'oulder, and the utmost ex- 
citement prevails. It is believed many 
dmall camps will be burned. The resi- 
dents of Gold Hill who have not come 
to Boulder have assembled on the top 
of Horsefoll mountain and are watch- 
ing the progress of the flames as they 
devour thoir former homes. The wind 
is blowing furiously, and drives the 
fire before it in large sheets of flame. 


The property loss cannot at this time 


be told, but it will amowit to over 51,- 
800,000. 
There will necessarily be 


great destitution as the (result of this 
fire. 


J\f Seen from Denver. 


DBNVKK, Col., Nov. 1*.—At 3 o'clock

ECCENTRIC GERMANY, 


Her Attltudo Toward* Ottnr rowan Caus- 


ing Anxiety. 


LOVDOH, Nov. 16.—The Vienna cor- 


respondent of the Standard sends a 
long- dispatch concerning the position 
of GermE.ny in Europe, and the rela- 
tions of the triple-allianoe to England, 
in the latter case basing his observa- 
tions on Lord Eosebery's allusions to 
Russia in his Guild hall -speech. The 
impression that England is tending to- 
ward a rapproachement with France 
»nd Russia's estrangement from the 
triple-all iance, he says, causes uneasi- 
ness and regret, which are ireflected in 
the Vienna press. 


Commenting on this dispatch the 


Standard says: "Is Germany taking 
the place so long occupied by France 
as the isolated power of Em-ope? The 
events of the last week undoubtedly 
strengthen the impression that Em- 
peror William's recent policj has not 
tended to increase the namber of his 
friends or the sense of security felt by 
his allies. Austria recognizes the need 
of Eng.and's support, even to 
the 


maintenance of the triple alliance. 
She also perceives Emperor William's 
scarce!} veiled hostility to England in 
matters in which she and Germany are 
jointly interested." 


The Standard discusses the over- 


throw of Bismarck and Caprivi, re- 
marking that the letter's fall is still 
nnexplutned. "It is not unnatural,' 
isays tlie writer, "that some persons 
.conclude that Caprivi's retirement was 
.due to the waywardness or impatience 
of the emperor. The people feel tha 
the crown itself is the center and 
«Mttot the changes to which Ger- 
many »nd her friends are subjected 
without adequate apparent 
reason 


Germany's foreign policy at this ma 
nent ii quite as unaccountable as he 
Domestic policy, and matter of fa 
greatet anxiety. When she knew he 
wn mind a sense of security was th 
l«ault. That is not so now."

MUKCIE, Ind., Nov. 16.—A horrible 


accident occurred in this city last 
evening shortly after B o'clock 
in 


which five men were 
dangerously 


scalded and burned. They were em- 
ployes of the Muneie muck bar mill. 
In the mill there are five large boilers, 
and under these is a mud drum twenty- 
five feet long and three feet square. 
This evening an enfl of the drum 
cracked and then burst. A stream of 
hot mud, boiling water and steam was 
thrown out the length of the mill, and 
five men, 
who were standing in the 


line of the stream, fell to the ground, 
either burned or cooked. They were 
carried to their homes, where a num- 
ber of physicians were summoned. 
The flesh on John Gainor's face, hands 
and legs Is completely cooked, and 
where his clothing was removed the 
outer flesh peeled off. It is thought 
that he is burned internally and can- 
not recover. Valentine Gibson is also 
in a bad condition; his face and hands 
are in a blister. 


John Curtis is in about the same con- 


dition as Gainer. 


Lenzy M. Taylorx and John Bowers 


are burned about the face and hands, 
and their bodies are scalded. 
Their 


eyes were filled with hot mud, and they 
ran wild around the factory screaming 
for help. Their suffering was intense 
and cannot be described. 


The factory was slightly damaged.

trader the sun has only been questioned 
on the matter of tricks performed by 
magicians, conjurers, prestidigitateurs 
and others who deal in that which is a 
mystery to the eye. The catching of 
bullets by Prof. Herrmann seemed to 
climax a series of mysteries for which 
that clever dealer in the mystic art 
was responsible. Speaking of the bul- 
let-catching trick in particular, Prof. 
F. D. Hewes, who is also a dealer in the 
irt of mystic, says: 
"There are literally bot few tricks in 


magic. The so-called new ones pre- 
lented to the public from time to time 
by our leading magicians, conjurers or 
whatever they call themselves, are sim- 
ply the revival of some old experi- 
ments clothed in a new form. The 
matching- of bullets is not by any means 
% new trick, for it is almost as old an 
magic itself. I remember seeing the 
old 'Fakir of Ava' perform the same 
trick, only in a different-manner, when 
I was a small boy. The catching of 
the bullet is very easily explained. In 
the first place, to accomplish it the 
jonjurer must procure an old-style cap- 
lock, smooth-bore mnsket, some pow- 
der, caps and a leaden bullet. All these 
must be perfectly free from any de- 
ception. Now we come to the ramrod. 
Therein lies the whole mystery of the 
trick. It is constructed with a small 
metallic tube, close* at one end, and

"Having explained the construction 


of all the appliances, we will now pro- 
wed to do the trick. The gun, bullet, 
powder and caps were freely given for 
examination. The performer requests 
some one to put the charge of powder 
into the gun. Next he inserts a small 
piece of paper, and rams it down, and 
by a twist of the ramrod to the left, 
toe small metal tube is dislodged from 
the point and remains with the gun 
barrel. Now the bullet is marked and 
olaced in the gun by one of the audi- 
•nce; again the professor rams it down. 
Now, by a contrary twist, the metal 
tube becomes fast to the ramrod, so 
that in withdrawing it the bullet is re- 
noved. 
"The performer now palms 
the 


narked bullet, and all that remains to 
lo is to (jo through the motion of 
latching it when the gun is discharged, 
vnd the spectators are thoroughly mys- 
tified. You see it is all very simple 
when you know how."—Boston Post.

The trouble was that it drew too many. 
The wolves would gather to the num- 
ber of two hundred or three hundred 
a,nd devour the pig. Then we would 
dash upon the scene and the fun 
would commence. They are as fleet as 
% deer. To &ay that they are as fleet 
is wolves would be more like it. They 
ran outrun the horses every time, and 
if they are not picked off as fast as 
they come up, you might as well giveup 
the fight and permit yourself to be de- 
voured. 
Imagine yourself making a running 


fight with a band of three hundred 
hungry, maddened wolfes and with the 
knowledge that if one of the fleet little 
brutes reaches your horses you are a 
dead man, and you can possibly imag- 
ine what a nervy sport it is, It requires 
a cool head and a goodeye. If you miss 
your mark, you're gone. Your only 
chance of safety is in keeping your 
horses up. It is generally a long fight. 
You look back and see the carcasses of 
the animals dotting the snow for a mile 
or two in your wake, and still they 
pursue you in great numbers. Slowly 
the pack thins out. Many have dropped 
bleeding to the ground. Others stop 
to devour the carcasses. The more that 
fall the more timid the rest become. 
When you finally outdistance the pack 
you have been through the most trying 
irdeal that the most ardent sportsman 
xmld wish. 
I consider wolf hunting the most dan- 


gerous sport there is. Tiger hunting 
in India is tame beside it. If you go 
into the jungles of India to shoot a 
tiger you are accompanied by a long 
retinue. You shoot your prey from the 
howdah of an elephant. If you miss 
your victim there are twenty bullets 
ready for him before he springs.^ A per- 
ton might as well go tiger hunting int 
menagerie. The only unsatisfactory 
part of the sport which wolves afford 
is that after you are all through you 
haven't anything to show for your 
efforts. But it is great sport.—San 
Francisco Chronicle.
